Whilo it is my purpose to not bo 
loo biographical In this paper on New- 
man, it is quite necessary that the 
fundamental characteristics of his life 
from his youth up should lie looked nt 
in order to understand fully the signi- 
ficance of tho many events of his va- 
riod llfo and Hie murk which lie has 
left on English history nnd rcligous 
opinions. 

Newman was born on February -1st, 
1881, in the city of Loudon, the son of 
a banker supposedly of Dutch des- 
cent. His mother, was of a Huguenot 
family who had long lived In London 
as engruvers and paper manufactur- 
ers. 

llo began his school course at Eal- 
ing under Dr. Nicholas at the uge of 
seven and from this timo began to 
show certuin signs of more than ordin- 
ary ability. He himself tells us that 
he was "very superstitious" In his 
early years. At this time iie was de- 
finitely under the evangelical anil Cal- 
vlnistlc influeitco of hip Huguenot 
mother, and already a careful student 
of the Bible. In ISltf lie had an Influ- 



■mi of life is Cod's revelation of Him- 
self in Christ and in His Church. 

Newman has been charged by some 
as sceptical In Ids belief nnd that his 
works are but a reasoning with him- 
self in the effort to convince himself. 
Such a charge cannot be taken up 
with any argument worthy of Itself 
and must show an ignorance of the 
genuine character which his whole lifo 
exemplifies. Ho appears from his 
early school days to "nave been 'a chos- 
en vessel' for a particular purpose, ho 
was a genius in many different ways, 
his personality, his ability ns a scholar 
and his supreme power of writlngfl In 
a clear, logical and commanding tone 
all enabled him to undertake some 
other work at which he could havu 
been n master, but the call Is one 
which he could not resist, it was tho 
call that he felt he must ralso his 
fellow countrymen 'to ai something 
higher and nobler as lie said when in 
Sicily.

England, wtiere he spent practically

thnn another of the greal Cardinal's 
character thai must stamp him ns 
a very great man, it Is tho fact that 
while he apprehended obstacles which 
Kean theology must grapple with, he 
realized that tbegn were not Insur- 
mountable and also that the difficul- 
ties of one's own conscience wore even 
more difficult and that his main ob- 
ject was to live for that Inspired Ideal 
which lie hod conceived of, that all 
pride, prejudice and error must fall 
before his great struggle to attain to 



hud no reason for his 
former accusations against her, lie had 
caused Newman to look back at the 
old mediaeval church with an attitude 
of reverance and had really holped him 
to cast off the burden of prejudice 
which Newman seems to have felt was 
the only right, attitude of a member 
of the Church of England to the 
Church of Home.

As one or the great figure» of the 
Oxford Movement, Newman points out 
KObbe as 'the real fnettgii lor anil origin- 
ator but his own influence was really 
the weight AVluich carried It through 
with such n.n arousing influence upon 
the Church. Ho began hi* "Trtiota for 
tho Times" « r uite Independently, In the 
spirit of justifying the motion of tho 
leaders of the Oxford Movement. Tho 
Influence Which «vesc, written at Ox- 
ford, where Nowman was held 1171 ns 
an Ideal by the undergraduates, was 
destined to bo carried far and wide. 
These supplemented toy Ills sonnwms on 
Sunday afternoons Inspired the future 
churchmen of «ollon to carry them InTo 
the country districts and to circulate 
Mem amongst tho church people up 
and down tho length or England. 
Vowng curates just fresh from Oxford 
Influenced their aider rectors nnd so 
the sp! rid of the movement was car- 
ried forward by I1I10 impetus given to 
It or one man of personality.

As uii-o Oxford Movement bit 11* i>. 
result of its advent tin emphatic love 
for beauty, a mysticism that bred a 
greater spiritualism in mc-n, a faith 
which covered those things which are 
too deep for reason; so Newman by 
breaking down the narrow barriers of 
tho church constructed wl'ehln the 
Church wf England that breadth of 
opinion that lolemlDlon or spirit which 
bus made her IDie "via media" between 
the fl. C. Church on the one hand and 
tho non-conforming bodies on the 
other, und has opened up ro Protestant 
eyes to see that within the Church of 
Home all 1s not evil but thai there are 
many elements therein which they 
might well emulate, and has shown that 
tnuth and fidelity to conviction which 
Willi purity of life «nul self-sacrifice is 
the mark of true greatness in any call- 
ing. 

Not only has Newman nnd his Col- 
lowers aroused 11 new and living spirit 
In the church Iblit he has also con- 
tributed some of the most beautifully 
spiritual poetlcill Work* in the language, 
lie hod a power of writing with force 
and polnttvlnos.-s with itlinlt tinge or 
Irony which shows rorcc of purpose and 
Strong conviction without offending or 
becoming angry. 

Hecuuse of his style he has left a 
strong impression upon literature, be- 
cause of his earnestness and piety, a 
deep impression upon religion. 

Newman •entered the Church of Homo 
accepting the doctrines thereof willing- 
ly, and in reality tunny of tlheni he had 
already accepted in addition to those 
of the Church of England. Those 
which he did not accept until entering 
the Church of Home and for which 
he 'had seen no roayoii, he now accept- 
ed as being right In virtue of the Tact 
that they were ordained and made part 
or Roman Canon law by that ditirch 
which he 'believed was the only time 
manifestation of OhritfUuintltiy. On the 
lieatlh or l\>i>e IN. in 187S Loo Nil I 
mieceoded to the Pontificate and in INTO 
honored his FonlUflcmto by naming 
Newman, us a Prince of the Cluiroh and 
presenting him with tllio cardinal hat. 
Newman died at Edgilia.it.on Oratory on 
11th August. 1S!)0 «nid was buried at
